i Paris, containing an examination of the notes of the French Minister, and 
*. such information as I thought might be useful to Mr. Pinckney, in any fur- 
ther representations he might find necessary to be made to the French go- 
vernment. The immediate object of his mission was to make to that go- 
vernment such explanations of the principies and conduct of our own, as, 
by manifesting our good faith, might remove all jealousy and diséontent, 
and maintain that harmony and good understanding with the French Re- 
publie, which it has been my constant solicitude to preserve. A govern- 
ment which required only a knowledge of the ¢ruth, to justify its mea- 

sures, could not but be anxious to have this fully and frankly displayed.
